‘Fearsome’ 
weapons 
brandished 
by distressed 
man in Barry 


POLICE officers in 
Barry were forced 
to draw their 
canisters of 
incapacitant spray 
when an enraged 
man, armed with 
two “fearsome” 
weapons, 
threatened to kill 
his partner, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
been told. 

The officers 
maintained a dialogue 
with the distressed man 
who eventually took two 
knives with 12” blades 
towards them and was 
arrested, said prosecutor 
Nicholas Gedge. 

Sonny Richardson 
told them: “I only 
intended to harm 
myself.” 

Richardson (29), a 
scaffolder of Blackberry 
Drive, Barry, has been 
convicted at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court of 
offences of affray and

possessing bladed 
articles and had been 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

He was jailed for 16 
months, suspended for 
18 months, ordered to 
carry out 180 hours 
unpaid work and to 
undertake a 

rehabilitation course for 
25 days. 

He was also ordered 
to pay £500 costs. 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins 
told him: “Let these 
words sink in. If you 
come back before me on 
a breach, you will go 
prison.” 

He said the incident 
had been on a main 
thoroughfare in a busy 
town near a car park 
when other people were 
present. 

“The weapons you 
had were fearsome and 


you brandished them in 
a public place. The 
effect on people can 
only be imagined. 
Carrying weapons in a 
public place is the most 
serious matter and it has 
become the prevalent 
offence which is 
worrying the court.” 

He commended the 
police for their courage 
and quick thinking. 

Mr Gedge said the 
incident occurred in 
Holton Road at about 
4.30pm on April 7. 

A couple saw 
Richardson shouting at a 
woman who had a 
pushchair and he 
accused her of being 
unfaithful. 

Passers-by were 
concerned and called the 
police.

LUNCHBOX CHALLENGE’ 
NETS PLASTIC REDUCTION 



BARRY ISLAND Primary 
School pupils have starred in a 
Sir David Attenborough film 
featuring the response of 
people to the effect of plastic 
in oceans highlighted in Blue 
Planet II. 

The BBC heard how children at the 
school had worked to reduce the 
amount of plastic they use and sent a 
film crew to record what they were 
doing. 

Barry youngsters had organised a 
project to reduce their ‘plastic 
footprint’. 

Introducing the short film, which is 
on Twitter, Sir David said: “We hoped 
that Blue Planet II would open 
people’s eyes to the damage we are 
doing to our oceans and the creatures 
that live in them. 

“I’ve been absolutely astonished at 
the result that the programme has had. 


I never imagined that there would be 
quite so many of you who would be 
inspired to want to change.” 

The school council and ‘eco 
committee’, organised by teachers 
Emma Nunn and Abbi Pringle, were 
keen to reduce the amount of plastic 
everyone used. 

As a result, the ‘Lunchbox 
Challenge’ was bom. 

The project involved pupils 
measuring the amount of plastic used 
in their lunchboxes. 

Gracie-Leigh, a year-4 pupil, 
explained: “We found out that 303 
pieces of plastic were used across the 
whole school. It has now reduced to 
187 pieces. 

“Since this project, we have 
analysed ‘tally charts’ and noticed a 
huge improvement.”

Should the Vale not 
be the "lead’ in 
proposed merger? 


1 READ the article on 
the Council’s response 
to merger proposals 
and while I have a degree 
of sympathy with concerns 
at merging with Cardiff, I 
was amused by some of 
the comments made by the 
Leader of the Vale 
Council. 

The council’s response has 
been developed by officers 
across the council as well as 
elected members. Think turkeys 
voting for Christmas - why 
would senior officers risk their 
high salaries (assume some level 
of redundancy) or maintain an 
authority with higher than 
required levels of senior 


management? 

And why would members risk 
their £13,700 minimum salary, 
should there be a reduction in the 
number of members? 

If the council is so efficient 
(three years an award) why does 
council tax go up every year? If 
the council really wanted to 
reduce expenditure, they could 
reduce the number of members 
riding the gravy train. 

Obviously, the Leader knows 
something most other people 
don’t know as he suggests there 
is no benefit to ‘economies of 
scale’. 

While accepting that there is a 
concern at merging with Cardiff, 
if the Vale is so much more 
efficient in the way it operates 
then it should it not be the ‘lead’ 


in any merged council? 

Is the time right for our 
Assembly Member to fight for 
the Vale in the Assembly or are 
we (the residents) supposed to 
roll over, pay increasing tax and 
accept that our AM is not likely 
to do much, in the same way that 
she failed to secure a more 
equitable settlement in years 
past? 

As a final comment, I would 
suspect that any merged councils 
will end up with even higher 
paid chief executives and senior 
managers as they will claim 
more responsibility. 

Strangely, when local 
government was last reorganised, 
senior management salaries 
didn’t drop!

COUPLE PLEAD 
GUILTY TO 
SUPPLYING 
CANNABIS 


CANNABIS with a 
street value of up to 
£1,650 was 
discovered when 
police officers went 
to a house in 
Penarth, it was 
stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Jake Hunter (22) and 
Ellie Venton (21), both 
of Windsor Road, 
Penarth, both admitted 
possessing the drug with 
intent to supply. 

Each was jailed for 
six months, suspended 
for 18 months. Venton 
was ordered to carry out 
100 hours unpaid work 
and Hunter was ordered 
to carry out 120 hours 
unpaid work. 

Each was made 
subject to a six-week 
electronically-tagged 
curfew. For Venton it 
was from 8pm to 6am 
and for Hunter, it was 
8pm to 4am. 

Each was also ordered 
to pay costs of £360. 

Prosecutor Suzanne 
Payne said police had 
gone to their home on a 
totally unrelated matter 
but when they arrived 
there, they discovered a 
quantity of cannabis on 
the premises. 


The court heard that, 
at the time, Venton said: 
“I don’t know anything 
about the cannabis.” 

Altogether, said Ms 
Payne, there was 173.2 
grammes of the drug, 
£240 in cash, mobile 
phones and scales. 

Hunter admitted that 
he knew about the drugs, 
and on the phones there 
was evidence, said Ms 
Payne, of drug dealing. 

Vanessa Francis, for 
Venton, said police had 
gone to the flat in 
relation to a public order 
matter. 

Venton, she said, was 
a cannabis user and she 
showed great remorse. 
Despite a difficult family 
situation, she added, she 
had found employment. 

The couple, she 


continued, had not 
enjoyed anything like a 
lavish lifestyle. 

Ruth Smith, for 
Hunter, said she 
acknowledged the case 
passed the custody 
threshold but she urged 
the court to draw back 
from an immediate 
prison sentence. 

“He was fully co¬ 
operative with the police 
and accepted his 
responsibility. At the 
time, he was a heavy 
cannabis user but has 
now turned his life 
around and is a 
productive member of 
society. 

“He and Venton are 
firmly committed 
together.”

Plea for Penarth parents’

POLICE in Penarth are asking 
local parents for their support 
in helping them tackle 
underage drinking.

Officers are working with their 
partners within the Safer Vale to 
combat the issue. 

Sgt Julie Madoc-Smart said: “We 
are keen to get the message out to 
parents to help us by making sure they 
know where their teenagers are when 
they are out and about in the evenings. 

“We believe teenagers are taking 
alcohol belonging to their parents from 
their homes out into the community. I 
would urge parents to check where 


they store their alcohol at home and 
talk to their children about the dangers 
of underage drinking. 

“Not only are teenagers taking risks 
by breaking the law, but they should 
also be aware that alcohol can leave 
them vulnerable and put their personal 
safety at risk. 

“Regular police patrols have 
identified underage drinkers and 
officers have informed parents of their 
children’s behaviour. 

“Adults who are found to be buying 
alcohol for under 18s can be fined £80 
and also risk further prosecution by the 
courts. 

“We would urge anyone with 
information on underage drinking in 
the area to call us on 101.”

Biomass Plant 
decision ‘in 
next few weeks’ 


JANE Hutt has 
been told a decision 
on whether an 
environmental 
impact assessment 
is needed in 
relation to the 
Barry biomass 
incinerator is 
expected within the 
next few weeks. 

The Vale AM raised 
the issue with Leader of 
the House, Julie James, 
at the National 
Assembly.

Mrs Hutt said: “I’m 
curious what the delay 
is in progressing the 
screening. 

“Can the leader of 
the house find out from 
the environment 
minister whether she 
would disclose any 
correspondence with 


the developer on this 
matter since February?” 

Mrs James said she 
was aware that 
residents of Barry have 
been waiting a long 
time for a decision in 
respect of the 
environmental impact 
assessment. 

She told Mrs Hutt: 
“We're currently 
looking at the 
environmental 
information produced 
by parties including the 
developer and the 
Docks Incinerator 
Action Group to inform 
a way forward. 

“I’m afraid I don’t 
have an exact 
timescale, but we are 
anticipating a decision 
within the next few 
weeks.” 

Mrs James said she 
would ask Environment 
Minister Hannah 
Blythyn to write to Mrs 
Hutt about any 
correspondence she has 
had with the developer.

“At the event, details 
of all points raised are 
taken and replies sent by 
the operators or local 
authorities to those 
people attending. 

“It is often difficult for 
bus users to understand 
the actions of 
commercial bus 

operators and difficult for 
bus operators to fully 
understand the needs of 
users. People often don’t 
know who is responsible 
for providing bus 
services in their area or 
who they should contact 
when things go wrong. I 
hope that as many people 
as possible will come and 
talk to us”.

A BARRY 
councillor has said 
local residents 
should be alarmed 
after the Leader of 
Cardiff Council 
said there was a 
case for the city to 
expand its borders 
into the Vale for 
future 

development. 

At a full Cardiff 
Council meeting on 
June 21, Cllr Huw 
Thomas said that even 
if a Vale-Cardiff council 
merger didn’t go ahead 
there was a case for 
expanding Cardiff. 

Cllr Thomas told 
Cardiff councillors: 
“When I look at our 
development plan under 
a future development 
plan and when I look at 
the rate Cardiff is 
growing, there comes a 
point where there is no 
further land for Cardiff 
authority to expand 
into. 

“In that regard, I 
think there is a case, 
perhaps not for a full 
merger with the Vale, 


but for expanding the 
borders of Cardiff.” 

Earlier in the meeting 
Cllr Thomas had 
explained why he 
thought a merger would 
work. 

“I am very open to 
merging. I think the old 
South Glamorgan 
footprint is a good 
footprint for a local 
authority and I think 
there is a significant 
area of cooperation that 
can be achieved.” 

Barry councillor 
Vincent Bailey said any 
suggestion of a merger 
or that Cardiff’s border 
should move into the 
Vale would harden 
residents’ opposition. 

He wants local residents 
to be consulted at the 
ballot before any 
merger can take place. 

He said: “These 
comments are a wake- 
up call for us all, and 
we simply cannot allow 
Cardiff Council to turn 
the Vale into a building 
site. 

“Even if they don’t 
force the Vale to merge 
with Cardiff, it’s clear 
that they plan a land 


grab on the authority’s 
green spaces - 
presumably to build 
thousands of new 
homes. 

“Either plan would 
place our precious green 
belt under threat, with 
nowhere safe from the 
threat of new housing. 

“We’ve already been 
forced by the Welsh 
Government to build 
thousands of new 
homes over the next 
few years, but that 
figure would spiral if 
we had to take on 
Cardiff’s share as well. 

“It’s my view that 
there should be no 
merger or land grab 
without the consent of 
local residents in a 
referendum - and by 
local residents, I mean 
Vale residents.” 

He added: “Whether 
you live in Barry, 
Llantwit, Cowbridge, or 


anywhere else in the 
Vale, you should be 
extremely concerned by 
these comments, and a 
referendum might be 
the only way to stop 
ourselves from 
sleepwalking under the 
capital’s bulldozers.” 

Llantwit Major 
councillor Gwyn John 
said that Cllr Huw 
Thomas was a 
schoolboy in the days of 
South Glamorgan and 
had little knowledge of 
how the Vale had 
suffered under the 
previous system. 

“On South 

Glamorgan Council the 
Vale had a 
representation of 19 
councillors compared 
with Cardiff’s 62. 

“Residents in the 
rural Vale were treated 
as second class citizens 
with concrete jungles 
being built at Llantwit 


Major and Rhoose. 

“Cardiff dictated 
where the development 
went while they 
benefited from the rates 
(council tax). 

“All the big spends 
went to Cardiff and we 
had no say. Our 
councillors battled hard 
with little success. 

“It would be the 
same again - Cardiff 
wants the Vale under 
them because they will 
have the airport again 
and the budget under 
their control.” 

Cllr John said he 
believed that Cardiff 
City Council and the 
Welsh Government 
were working closely 
together on a Vale- 
Cardiff merger, but said 
if Cardiff wanted one so 
much it should look 
towards Caerphilly. 

He added: “The 
Welsh Government 
have little knowledge of 
local government, after 
all, most of their 
members have never 
served at county or 
town level and know 
little of how we work.”

Welsh Conservative 
Leader slams 
the plans for 
Youth Parliament 


THE creation of a new Youth 
Parliament for Wales could 
end up being a “missed 
opportunity,” Welsh 
Conservative Leader Andrew 
RT Davies has warned. 

Mr Davies, a supporter of the 
concept of the Youth Parliament, 
slammed several aspects of the 
proposals that he said would go 
against the project’s aims and 
cause “further alienation and 
confusion”. 

Under the plans, the Youth 
Parliament will be split into four 
electoral regions, rather than the 
five the Assembly operates under. 

The Vale of Glamorgan has been 
placed into the South West Wales 
region, while Montgomeryshire is 
included in north Wales, a situation 
Mr Davies described as “absurd”. 

He has written to the presiding 
officer expressing his concerns, 
claiming that rather than engage 
more young people in politics, the 
plans would only serve to increase 
the disconnect between them. 

Mr Davies said: “I am a strong 


supporter of the concept of a Youth 
Parliament, which I believe is vital 
to engage more young people with 
the political and democratic 
processes in Wales. 

“But it seems frankly absurd 
that rather than mirror the existing 
political structures and institutions, 
the format will be completely 
different. 

“It will only serve to increase 
confusion and cause people to not 
take the new scheme seriously. 

“It makes no sense for the Vale 
to be included in South West Wales 
and Montgomeryshire to be in 
north Wales. It seems to have been 
done on the basis of convenience 
instead of a desire to increase 
engagement. 

“I have informed the presiding 
officer of my concerns and I hope 
action will be taken to address 
them. This is an exciting 
opportunity and one that we do not 
want to miss.”

directs), Mac (Steve 
Lemme), Rabbit (Erik 
Stohlanske), Foster (Paul 
Soter) and Farva (Kevin 
Heffernan).

that time, and while it’s 
married to a story that is 
perfunctory in the 
extreme, it still manages 
to raise a fair few laughs 
throughout its brief 
running time. 

You don’t necessarily 
need to have seen the 
first film to enjoy this 
one (one callback joke 
aside, meow), although 
it would give you an 
idea of the sort of bawdy 
comedy you can expect. 

There’s something

while Kevin Heffernan’s

great fun, in reality it’s a 
small role that doesn’t 
really go anywhere. 

The film succeeds 
best when it enjoys 
freewheeling, paying 
little mind to the story 
and trying to raise 
laughs. When it gets 
shoehomed into moving 
the plot along, or trying 
to add some depth to 
proceedings (Chriqui’s 
character falling for 
Stohlanske’s Rabbit feels 
like padding) it doesn’t 
really work. But 
considering the fear that 
this could have been an 
absolute disaster, the end 
result is a pleasant 
surprise, undemanding, 
daft and reasonably 
funny. 

You won’t be crying 
out for a trilogy-closer, 
but Super Troopers 2 is a 
reasonably diverting 
piece of work. 

VERDICT: An 
unlikely sequel, Super 
Troopers 2 is a film that 
won’t be to everyone’s 
taste, but those who 
have a soft spot for 
early-noughties comedy, 
or the first film, will find 
something to enjoy here. 

The plot is

They were 
throwing life rings into 
the water for their friends 
to use. 

A Penarth Coastguard 
spokesman said: “Strong 
safety advice was given 
to both sets of youths and 
the life rings placed back 
in proper holders. 

“Swimming or 

jumping into this area is 
extremely dangerous and 
can cause loss of life or 
serious injury.”

Vale campaigners join 
London anti-Brexit march

GEM readers may remember that an 
article in last week’s newspaper 
announced the formation of a ‘grassroots 
pro-EU campaign group’ called ‘Vale of 
Glamorgan for Europe’. 

The writer of the article said that members of the 
group would be attending the ‘People’s Vote March’ 
in London, on June 23. The GEM can confirm that a 
coach-load of members travelled to London. 

Cowbridge shopowner Sally Stephenson said: 
“The organisers invited me to represent both the Vale 
and small business generally and lead the march 
from right at the front. 

“I was interviewed by LBC, and we flew the 
Welsh flags high. Every photo taken of Parliament 
Square features our Welsh flag right at the front.” 

Fellow Cowbridge resident Jenny Shepherd said: 
“We joined many hundreds from all over Wales to 
form the Welsh contingent. 

“According to some reports, 100,000 people from 
all walks of life and from all comers of the United 
Kingdom attended the march which called for a 
public vote on the final Brexit deal the Westminster

government negotiates with the European Union. 

“We were pleased to be joined on the march by 
Cardiff MPs Stephen Doughty and Anna McMorrin, 
who, along with many other members of parliament, 
support a ‘People’s Vote’.” 

She continued: “We marched along Pall Mall, 
through Trafalgar Square and down to Parliament 
Square, passing Downing Street along the way.” 

She said it was her opinion that whichever way 
anyone voted in the Referendum two years ago, 
there is ‘dissatisfaction’ - both on the Remain and on 
the Leave sides - with the way the government in 
Westminster is handling the negotiations with 
Europe. 

In the EU Referendum of June 23, 2016, Wales 
voted 53-47 per cent to leave the EU. In the Vale 
50.7 per cent of voters chose to Remain, while 49.3 
opted to leave. In Bridgend, 54.6 per cent voted 
Leave, while 45.5 per cent voted Remain. 


‘Brexit means Brexit’ READER 


HEN former 
Prime Minister 
David Cameron 
announced his decision to 
hold a referendum on the 
UK’s continuing 
membership of the EU, he 
claimed that it was a once 
in a lifetime opportunity 
for the British people to 
decide whether the UK 
should remain part of the 
EU. 

It was he said a ‘no ifs and 
buts’ referendum but a simple 
case of yes or no. The majority 
vote would decide and that the 
decision would be implemented 
by Parliament. Under no 
circumstances he said would 
there be a second vote. 

The Government booklet 
circulated to every home two 
months before the vote made it 
clear that leaving the EU meant 
leaving the single market. It also 
pointed out that leaving creates 
‘uncertainty and risk’. 

Project Fear, spearheaded by 
the then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer George Osborne, 
supported by the Governor of the 
Bank of England and other self 
claimed financial experts went as 
far as to predict the end of the 
world as we knew it within 24 
hours if the vote was to leave the 
EU. All types of claims and 
counterclaims followed, by those 
in favour of leaving and those in 
favour of remaining. 

The majority of those who 
voted in the referendum were in 
favour of leaving and after a short 
time David Cameron, to his 
eternal shame, resigned as Prime 
Minister leaving the Government 
needing a new leader which 
delayed the process of 


progressing with the EU 
withdrawal. 

Soon it became apparent why 
David Cameron had resigned: he 
had failed in his duty as Prime 
Minister of planning for a ‘no’ 
vote, his misreading of the public 
view on the EU resulted in him 
betraying 17.4 million voters. 

This lack of plan allowed the 
‘remainers’ an opportunity to start 
the process of derailing the 
referendum decision. They started 
by belittling those who voted to 
leave by implying that they 
lacked the mental capacity to 
understand the issues involved, 
despite the government leaflet 
clearly stating those issues and by 
branding those voters as ‘racist’. 

Court actions followed, funded 
by remain supporters in attempts 
to delay/frustrate the process. 
Now, of course, we see the 
attempts by Parliament to micro 
manage the exit negotiations. 
Bearing in mind that for decades, 
Prime Ministers, with the notable 
exception of Margaret Thatcher, 
have signed away to Europe 
many responsibilities that should 
have remained within the UK 
with no reference to the electorate 
and with scant regard to 
Parliament. 

This attempt by those elected 
members of the House of 
Commons and the unelected 
members of the House of Lords is 
nothing short of laughable. Is it 
any wonder that they are held in 
such low regard by the people 
they have been elected to 
represent? 

The negotiations to leave the 
EU were always going to be 
difficult. Why would the EU co¬ 
operate with us when by us 
leaving, the EU loses our large 
financial net contribution and a 
member state that has willingly 


accepted and implemented EU 
laws, rules and regulations, many 
of which have been to our 
detriment, with such enthusiasm? 

Also, it must be remembered 
that EU bully boy tactics have 
frightened other EU members 
who have ‘over stepped the mark’ 
and they have jumped back into 
line! 

From day one, the EU have 
refused all our attempts to reach 
an amicable parting arrangement 
and the EU risks the UK walking 
away from the negotiating table 
and leaving them with the mess 
they have created for themselves. 

We mock the ‘fake’ 
democracies that exist around the 
world, where the electorate is 
used simply to endorse the wishes 
of their leaders and when the 
electorate fails to do so are 
ignored and often those who have 
expressed dissent find themselves 
under arrest. 

Governments either govern 
with the will of the people, or 
chaos exists. Those who are 
currently engaged in attempting 
to derail the wishes of the 
electorate as clearly expressed in 
the 2016 EU referendum are 
engaged in very dangerous 
actions which will if successful 
derail the democracy of which we 
are so rightly proud. 

If they are successful, what 
next? 

Will they revisit the Welsh 
devolution decision when a wafer 
thin majority on one of the lowest 
turn outs in an election for many 
years resulted in the formation of 
a government for Wales? 

If the situation that we face 
with this constitutional crisis was 
not so serious it would be 
considered farcical.

Dinas councillors 
defeated in bid 
for new route 


DINAS Powys councillors say 
they are ‘frustrated’ that no 
alternative route to Murch 
Road and Crescent has been 
found for construction vehicles 
that will be heading for the 
former St Cyres site where 215 
houses are due to be built. 

Months of negotiations and site 
meetings to find another route have 
drawn a blank. 

Dinas councillor Andy Robertson 
said: “Two weeks ago we won an 
important battle, but it turned out to be 
a pyrrhic victory. 

“The Vale planning committee 
voted unanimously to refer the matter 
of the construction traffic management 
plan back to officers on the 
understanding that our four local 
councillors would have to affirm any 
solution. 

“We really thought the village had 
been thrown a lifeline. We worked 
around the clock to find an alternative 
access that would not have cost the 
developers a penny. 

“But they seemed determined to use 
what most people consider not just a 
difficult but potentially dangerous 
route down Murch Crescent and over 
the railway bridge past the infant 
school. 

“We had various meetings with 
land-owners only to discover they’d 


been told all sorts of things to put them 
off agreeing to a deal to cross their 
land. 

“Health and safety was given as one 
reason when the developer has been 
using the same route with their St 
Joseph’s School, Penarth housing 
project for months. In the end we’ve 
had to concede.” 

He pointed out the original planning 
was granted by the previous 
administration with different local 
representation. 

“If we’d refused to grant the final 
planning the developer would have 
been able to appeal to the Welsh 
Government Planning Inspectorate and 
almost certainly had it over-turned. 
“That could have cost council tax¬ 
payers over £100,000 in legal fees.” 

Cllr Robertson said the whole 
incident had left a ‘very bad taste’ with 
all his colleagues and they would 
scrutinise movement on the route at 
every move. 

“The traffic plan makes clear no 
construction vehicle can use the route 
from 30 minutes before and after the 
two schools on the route start and 
finish daily. We shall be watching to 
make sure this rule is adhered to the 
minute.” 

The GEM approached the 
developers for a response but had not 
received one at the time of going to 
press .

Fear of pollution 
in Dinas stream 


DINAS POWYS residents have 
complained about a dreadful 
smell coming from the 
Eastbrook stream near 
Fairoaks. 

Local community councillors think 
that a lack of rain and the very hot 
weather has made the smell far worse. 

They have looked into the problem 
and it could be a faulty sewer 
connection. 

Plaid councillor Keith Hatton said 
that the situation was very unpleasant. 

“We have contacted Natural 
Resources Wales and the Vale 
Council. NRW staff report that there is 
probably a faulty connection to a 
surface water sewer. 

“This means that that foul water is 
being discharged into the stream. The 
current lack of rain has highlighted 
this pollution. 

“We have been promised that both 
Welsh Water and NRW intend to 
‘complete a visit’ to the locality to find 
the problem. Then they aim to resolve 
the misconnection.” 

Fellow Plaid councillor, Chris 
Franks, added: “When there was a 
good flow into the stream the problem 
was not so obvious to residents. 


“We fear that for some time foul 
water has been polluting not only 
Eastbrook but also the Mill 
stream/River Cadoxton. 

“There is quite a lot of wildlife in 
these streams and pollution is 
unacceptable. Then there is the threat 
to people’s health especially if 
children paddle in the streams.” 

Hannah Goddard, Environment 
Officer at Natural Resources Wales 
said it had launched an investigation 
last week. 

“We work to keep people and 
wildlife safe from environmental risks 
such as pollution. 

“Our officers responded last week 
to a report of a potential pollution 
incident in Eastbrook stream near 
Fairoaks in Dinas Powys. 

“The investigation is currently 
focussing on activities at a nearby 
premises, but it is too early at this 
stage to confirm what the exact cause 
was. 

“We are continuing to monitor the 
area and are working closely with Dwr 
Cymru Welsh Water who are assisting 
us with our investigations.”

Penarth woman 
(95) warns about 
‘ghastly’ scammers 


A 95-year-old 
Penarth woman has 
spoken out after 
being conned three 
times by fraudsters 
claiming to be police 
officers. 

South Wales Police are 
investigating a number of 
incidents where 

fraudsters pretending to 
be police officers have 
called mainly elderly and 
vulnerable people, 
claiming that there has 
been fraudulent activity 
on their accounts. 

These fake officers 
give fake badge numbers 
and use the bogus phone 
number 161 to convince 
the victims that they are 
real officers. 

Penarth resident 
Margaret Turner, 95, is 
the most recent victim of 
this scam. She has been 
targeted three times in 
the past 10 months by 
fraudsters who have 
taken almost £20,000 
from her. 

During the first 
incident, a fraudster 
claiming to be from the 
HSBC fraud 

investigation team called 
Miss Turner saying her 
account had been 
compromised. He 

advised her to withdraw 
her money and deposit it 
into the account numbers 
he provided. 

He gave her a 
telephone number for the 
Metropolitan Police 
Service for her to be able 
to verify the call. The 
fraudster kept the phone 
line open so when Miss 
Turner called the police 
number she was still 
talking to the fraudster. 

Miss Turner 

transferred £5,500 in this 
case which she was able 
to get back. 

The second incident 
was in May of this year - 
Miss Turner was called 
by a fraudster claiming to 
be a sergeant with the 
serious fraud squad. He 
told her there was a 
problem at her bank with 
fraudulent notes and 
advised that she 
withdraw her money. 



Margaret Turner 
has been badly 
affected by her 
experience. 

A courier believed to 
be from London turned 
up at Miss Turner’s door 
to collect £7,000 in cash. 

In the most recent 
incident which took 
place on June 15, the 
retired teacher, was 
called by a fake sergeant 
who said fraudsters had 
withdrawn money from 
her account. The 
fraudster then told her to 
protect the rest of her 
money she needed to 
withdraw it all and send 
it to him to keep safe. 

The fraudster advised 
Miss Turner to ring 161 
to ensure the authenticity 
of the call. The line was 
kept open and a man, 
claiming to be a police 
officer, advised that the 
call was genuine and that 
she needed to withdraw 
her money. The victim 
followed the instructions 
and £7,000 was handed 
over. 

Miss Turner also lost 
thousands of pounds 
worth of her jewellery 
after the con artists 
convinced her it was not 
safe for her jewellery to 
be in her home as they 
said fraudsters knew 
where she lived. 

Sentimental items 
were taken including her 
gold square emerald ring 
encrusted with diamonds 
which was her mother’s 
ring passed down from 
Miss Turner’s 

grandmother. 

Miss Turner said: 
“They phoned me very 
early in the morning and 
I’m not very good in the 


mornings. I was anxious 
to get rid of him so I said 
alright and did this, that 
and the other to get rid of 
him. I did all that he 
wanted me to do. 

“I realised what was 
happening when I got a 
printout from the bank 
and I was in the red. I 
can’t think how I was so 
stupid. 

“It’s a ghastly thing to 
do to anybody but 
unfortunately there 
seems to be a lot of them 
around. 

“My message to other 
people who receive a call 
of this nature is to tell the 
police at once. Don’t 
give the fraudsters 
anything.” 

Detective Inspector 
Terry Hopkins said: “I 
cannot stress enough 
how sophisticated and 
well-rehearsed these 
scammers are, and any 
one of us could fall 
victim to their con if we 
are not vigilant. 

“This is a callous and 
cruel crime preying on 
our most vulnerable in 
society. Miss Turner, a 
95-year-old former 
teacher, has been targeted 
three times in the past 10 
months. 

“These incidents have 
had a profound affect 
upon Ms Turner and has 
left her questioning who 
she can trust. 

“Operation Signature 
is in place to investigate 
these fraudsters. Officers 
have been working with 
local banks and the local 
authority to raise 
awareness and to report 
any suspicious activity. 

“The message is clear 
- the police will never 
contact you in this 
manner - we will never 
ask for money. All calls 
of this nature are a scam, 
and the person receiving 
the call should hang up as 
soon as possible. 

“I would urge all 
residents to share this 
message and raise 
awareness of this scam. 

“Anyone who receives 
any suspicious calls 
should let us know by 
calling 101.”

Telling the story of the 
paddle steamer Givalia

Local historian 
Brian Keitch takes 
a look back at the 
halcyon days 
when people 

travelled in style 
along the Bristol 
Channel. 

T’S a shame 
that the 
tradition of 
taking a trip on the 
water from 
Penarth, Barry and 
Porthcawl to 
Minehead, 
Lynmouth, 
Ilfracombe and 
beyond seems a 
thing of the past 
now - apart from a 
brief visit of paddle 
steamer Waverley 
later in the 
summer. 

When many years 
ago I - with others - 
created the Penarth and 
District Local History 
Society, a wonderful 
gent of over 80 years 
told me the story of the 
‘Cock of the channel’. 

That ship was the 
Barry Railway 
Company’s Gwalia. 
Another of the John 
Lewis collection of 
photos of a hundred- 
plus years ago captures 
an early morning sailing 
from Penarth Pier - on 
a spring tide - heading 
down channel to the 
likes of Barry, 
Minehead, or Clovelly 
and Lundy - even 
possibly Tenby. Plus 
five star cuisine (at 
affordable prices) and 
time ashore! 

The paddle steamer 
Gwalia and her sister 
ship Devonia were built 


at John Browns’s 
shipyard at Clydebank 
in 1905, along with 
famous transatlantic 
ships. 

They were 
constructed for the 
Barry & Bristol 
Channel Steamship 
Company registered at 
Cardiff (read Barry 
Railway Company) in 
direct competition with 
P&A Campbell Ltd’s 
White Funnel Fleet. 

The Red Funnel Fleet 
consisted of paddle 
steamers Gwalia, 
Devonia and Westonia, 
complemented in 1907 
by the Barry. The last 
mentioned ship was the 
subject of a fascinating 
article in The GEM a 
few months ago. 

In this photograph, 
early in the morning 
and against the sun with 
a brisk breeze behind 
her - the Gwalia is off 
at full speed - about 20 
knots plus the pull of 
the ebb tide. 

No doubt the 
aficionados of the 
White Funnel Fleet 
would insist that their 
flagship Britannia or 
Cambria could match 
the speed of Gwalia. 
Apologies - I’m too 
young to remember. 


After years of legal 
wrangling the Campbell 
brothers, Peter and 
Alex, forced the Barry 
Railway to adhere to 
their terms of trade, 
which meant that all 
trips of their steamers 
had to start and finish at 
Barry Pier; and despite 
the all tide pontoon and 
adjacent railway station, 
this was not sufficient 
to keep the Red Funnel 
Fleet in business. 

The shareholders of 
the Barry Railway 
Company had enough 
of mounting losses and 
demanded the ships be 
sold. 

Enter Peter and Alex 
Campbell. Their policy 
was to acquire any 
competitors’ ships when 
they were available, 
thereby keeping control 
of the channel excursion 
business. 

As a result, three of 
the Red Funnel paddles 
steamers became White 
Funnelers. Bar one - 
Gwalia. She was sold 
to the Furness Railway, 
based in Barrow in 
Furness and re¬ 
registered there under 
her new name Lady 
Moyra, after the 
daughter of one of the 
directors. 


There she stayed 
until re-emerging after 
the First World War for 
WH Tucker & Co of 
Cardiff in direct 
competition with P&A 
Campbell of Bristol. 

They added to their 
fleet the Lady Evelyn 
and, remarkable for the 
time, a twin screw 
vessel Robina in 
attempting to revive the 
all-year-round packet 
steamer between Cardiff 
and Bristol - previously 
the domain of famous 
paddle steamers 
Velindre (there’s a pub 
in Bristol that still holds 
the name) and the 
Marchioness. 

It didn’t work and 
Tuckers put their ship 
up for sale and the 
Campbell brothers 
happily purchased it at a 
low price! 

With Campbells also 
operating on the south 
coast of England with 
daily trips across to 
France it was decided in 
1933 to re-name 
Gwalia, ex-Lady Moyra 
after a famous 
Campbell steamer lost 
in World War One - 
Brighton Queen and the 
Lady Evelyn was re¬ 
named as the Brighton 
Belle - of John 


Betjeman’s poetry fame. 

Alas, all the Red 
Funnel lines steamers, 
now wearing naval 
colours, were lost in the 
Second World War apart 
from Westonia which 
was re-named Tintern. 
Brighton Queen was 
bombed and sunk on 
June 1, 1940 though 
credited with saving 
160 men in Operation 
Dynamo from Dunkirk. 

Brighton Belle hit 
underground wreckage 
in the same operation 
and also sank, but with 
help of the famous 
Medway Queen - now 
under restoration - 
saved all on board pus 
the captain’s dog! 

To finish, the Cock of 
the Channel Gwalia at 
245 feet in length and 
29 feet on the beam was 
bigger than the mighty 
Bristol Queen - along 
with sister ship Devonia 
(bet the aficionados 
with pull me up on 
this!). 

But there was one 
drawback - both ships 
were very fast, but also 
very heavy on fuel 
consumption (coal). 
Devonia had already 
been withdrawn before 
World War 2. 

The ‘golden era’ of 
excursion trips had long 
gone. The fact that sea 
trips have still been part 
of our coastal tradition 
for so long is through a 
lot of enthusiasts and 
extraordinarily clever 
management. Short of 
some white knight it 
now is becoming a fond 
memory...

Sky Notes for July 


IT success for 
CAVC students 


THE Milky Way is 
no longer right 
overhead as it now 
runs more or less 
from the northern 
horizon, right down 
towards the south¬ 
eastern horizon. 

The binocular user 
will find seeking this 
marvellous sight well 
worth the effort. High up 
we find Hercules. 

The constellation is 
quite large, but does not 
have a bright star like 
Cygnus or Lyra. 
However, it does have 
one glorious object that 
is worth hunting down. 

To locate it first find 
the very bright blue star 
Vega in the constellation 
of Lyra, and Hercules 
will be to its right. 

Look for four stars in a 
‘squarish’ shape, this bit 
represents its shoulders 
and waist. Put the 
binoculars on the bottom 
right-hand star and move 
the binoculars slowly 
towards the star directly 
above. Before you reach 
this star, you should find 
a small fuzzy blob. 

This is a fine example 
of a globular cluster and 
is called Ml3.It contains 
several hundred thousand 
stars and lies about 


20,000 light years away. 

The individual stars 
are packed so tightly 
together I doubt if any 
planet, moving around an 
individual star would 
ever truly have a dark 
night-time sky. 

Closer to home, 
perhaps more 

meteorological than 
astronomical, July is a 
good time to seek out 
noctilucent clouds. 

These are really the 
only type of cloud 
astronomers like to see. 
They are only visible 
during our summer 
nights. They will only be 
seen low down in the 
north western or north 
eastern sky, after the Sun 
has set. Around midnight 
is a good time to look. 

They will appear, 
white or blue and can 
have a kind of 
herringbone appearance. 
They are around 80 
kilometres high and we 
think they are formed 
when dust from meteors 
sticks to ice crystals, but 
little is known about 
them. In fact, before 
1885 we have no records 
of any sightings. 

Low down on the 
southern horizon you 
will see the bright naked- 
eye star Antares, in the 


constellation of Scorpius. 

This red supergiant is 
about 100,000 times as 
luminous as our Sun. It 
lies about 500 light years 
away and has a 
temperature of around 
3.500 degrees Kelvin. It 
is also known as the rival 
of Mars. 

In the first few days of 
the month you can check 
this out because around 
midnight the Moon and 
Mars will rise close to 
each other, then on July 
28 the Moon will be to 
the left of Mars. 
Compare colours of Mars 
and Antares. 

But the month saves 
the best treat for the end! 
On July 27 at around 
9.30pm the full Moon 
will rise but looking 
decidedly different. 

The Moon will be 
totally eclipsed. It will be 
in the Earth’s shadow 
and may take on the 
colour of orange or red. 
Totality ends about 
11.20pm. 

Do keep an eye on the 
Barry Astronomical 
Society website for 
details when we will be 
in Porthkerry Park to 
observe the night sky.

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DS7 Crossback leaves reviewer smitten! 


T HIS road test puts me in the driving 
seat of the DS7 Crossback. First off, 
the DS7 is a great looking car with 
some wonderful swooping lines that flank 
its sides. 

Then there is the all-powerful front end that sticks 
right out to help draw your attention towards its 
stunning looks. 

Then just when you think its all over, you go and 
take a look at the back and it gets even better. Gone 
are the smooth lines most cars have at the rear, and 
hello to the chunky, formal and sharp details you 
only really ever see on the likes of Audi or BMW. 
Well, I have to admit, I’m smitten with the DS7 and 
I haven’t even got behind the wheel yet. 

Power and efficiency 
THE DS7 I have on the test is powered by a 
turbocharged 1997cc, four-cylinder diesel engine 
that has 180HP on tap, which also happens to 
boast a very respectable top speed of 134mph, 
plus a 0-62 time of 9.9 seconds. 

Fuel consumption is also very good with a 
combined figure of around 57.6 mpg. 

A big sticking point for the DS7, though, is its 
400Nm of torque which allows it to pull very well 


from pretty much any gear thanks to a brilliant eight- 
speed automatic gearbox that does a proper job of 
changing up and down the gears at a decent rate with 
minimal fuss. 

Then there are the brakes, which feel good and 
firm and will stop you as good as the best of the best. 
I don’t think I’m going too far in saying this really is 
a ‘mover’ - a car that shoots along thanks to all that 
torque. 

Plus, I was in France recently in the DS7 with my 
family, and it was fully kitted out with four cases and 
enough clothes to put Primark to shame, but the DS7 
just took it all in its stride. 

On the road 

FIRST off, it has a great chassis, along with a 
suspension setup that you know has taken DS 
Automobiles many hours of testing to get it just 
right. 

The steering is also direct and the grip levels are 
good, which means the DS7 feels tight and taught 
into the comers. The DS7 was also fitted with some 
serious 20” alloys, which you would assume would 
have a big effect on the road - but actually, it was the 
total opposite of anything I expected. 

So just to be clear, it’s controlled, poised, settled 



and a real pleasure to drive .You can keep your 100k 
cruisers, the DS7 is just the ticket. 

Interior and technology 
THE interior is also of outstanding quality with 
features such as quilted seats and interior details 
that, frankly, look stunning. 

Plus there are lots of chrome fittings and clear 
displays. Along with a decent amount of standard 
equipment such as hill start assist, DS active scan 
suspension, driver and front passenger lateral and 
curtain airbags, keyless entry and start, remote 
tailgate opening, bi-zone automatic air conditioning, 
lane departure warning, speed limit recognition 


warning, active blind spot detection and DS pilot 
park. 

Additionally, on the inside, you also get a good 
amount of top of the range kit to keep you happy, 
such as eight speakers, 12.3 inch digital instmment 
cluster, DS-Connect Nav, Bluetooth hands-free, 
Focal Electra hi-fi system, LED daytime mnning 
lights, DS active LED vision, DS 3D LED rear lights 
and as an optional extra, something called DS night 
vision pack, which is amazing and is able to identify 
pedestrians and animals over 50cm tall up to a 
distance of 100m. All of this helps improve visibility 
during night time driving. 

In summary, I’m going to give the DS7 five stars 
in this test, not only because I like its looks, but 
because I believe it’s a brilliant car with bags of 
extras and a great engine that’s tied to a very good 
chassis and quite frankly a brilliant eight-speed 
automatic gearbox. 

The DS7 is finally a car I can fall in love with on 
looks alone. It’s great to see DS Automobiles doing 
some fantastic designing, and its really paying off in 
the looks department.
